BUSINESS-MEN'’S LAWS. 

The English Chambers of Commerce have 
just been holding f congress which seems to 
have received more attention there than is 
usually accorded in this country to the meet- 
ings of our National Boards of Trade. 
Awerican merchants as a rule are too busy 
and too successful in making money to think: 


it worth their while to pay much attention to 
outside issues. But in England the struggle 


for commercial survival is of necessity keener 
than in this newer and more opulent land, 
and it pays to look after even little things 
like reforms, 

_ The commercial classes of England. ‘tor 
instance, have obtained a supervision of the 
railroads, which they take great care is well 
kept up. One of the measures adopted at 
the recent businessmen’s parilament was 
that the influence of the association should 
be brought to beat upon Parlianient to pro- 
cure for all the Chambers of Commerce an 
official standing before the Railroad Com- 
mission. England has as much difficulty, it 
seems, as the United States in securing a 
good bankrupt law, and the subject of reforms 
in this direction Was debated at great length, 

but without bringing out any definis sug- 
gestions of value. 

Those who think bimetallism 15 dead in 
England Will learn with surprise that a reso- 
lution was passed by these British merchaats 
declaring that the demonetization of silver 


| had seriously impeded the development of 


trade and predicting that any further de- 
monetization would be followed by “ more 
widespread and disastrous results.” 

A very sensible movo was recommended to 
lessen the disadyantages under whieh busi- 
ness-men in all countries are placed by the 
costliness and delays of litigation. Parla- 
ment was asked to allow commercial dis- 
putes, without regard to amounts, to be 
taken directly to thie county courts, which 
do not now have such jurisdiction, and to 
provide. that in all important cases the 
Judges should be assisted by competent ex- 
perts. But this is desired only as a step to- 
ward the creation of distinct tribunals of 
commerce. Another point much dwelt on 
was the need of a Department of Commerce 
with a head Who should have a seat lu the 
Cabinet. 

These reforms and others of minor inter- 
est that. were brought up will not all be 
achieved at once, But the mercantile classes 
of England have succeeded in doing what 


our business-men have not yet accomplished.

The twenty-sixth season of McVicker’s 
Theatre was happily inaugurated yesterday 
evening by the successful production of the 
Hon. George H. Boker’s six-act tragedy of 
“ Prancesca da Rimini,” with Mr. Lawrence 
Barrett in the leading role. Both dramatist 
and actor achieved a distinct and distin- 
guished success, Mr. Boker adding to the 
scant list of native drama a rounded wel- 
adjusted, and gracefully-written poetical 
play of mingled beauty and power, and Mr. 
Barrett increasing his répertoire by a 
personation which, it not the most 
startling or powerful in his list. 
will probably prove one of i the 
most popular and impressive. The argument 
of the piece is so familiar to all lovers of ro- 
mantic draina, and is besides so admirably 
told in the illustrated pamphiets distributed 
Among the audience, that a bare recital of 
the more salient points will suffice. To 
bring about a peace between the Guelphs and 
Ghibelines Malatesta (Mr. B. G. Rogers), 
head of the former, compels his rival, Guido 
da Polenta (Mr. F. C. Mosley) to give his 
daugliter Francesca in marriage to the heir 
of the Guelphs, Count Lanciotto(Mr. Law- 
rence Barrett),a brave and by nature generous 
soldier, whose finer qualities have been 
marred and twisted by the ever-present con- 
sciousness of physical deformity, he being a 
hunehbaek. Rendered thus morbidly sensi- 
tive, he shtinks from personally wooing his 
pride, and deputes his handsome younger 
brother Paolo (Mr, Otis Skinner) to proceed 
in his name to Ravenna, and, while frankiy 
intorming Francesca of his deformity, try to 
win her eonsent to the marriage. Paolo ac- 
cepts the trust, but fails to discharge it faith- 
fully, neglecting to give the young Kiri a 
truthful description of his brother and allow- 
ing his undisguised admiration of her to win 
her heart ere yet she is aware that he 


the deception she is stung with rage, but 
yields to the hecessities of the situation 
which have placed her father in the power 
of the Guelphs, and cunsents to the marriage: 
still, however, in ignorance of her intended 
lord’s actual appearance. So, accompanied 
by a gallant train, she sets out for Rimini: 
where she is met by the impatient Lancivtto. 
At sight of him she falls shuddering baek, 
revealing to him all too plainly by her de- 
meanor that she had been deceived... Reeoy- 
ering her composure, however, and eager to 
be revenged tor the imposition placed on her, 
she professes her love for Lanciotto, who 
from fierce and mingled passions of rage, 
chagrin, and fury changes in a moment to 
ecstatic raptures of joy, on Which the cur- 
tain failing marks the close of Act III. At 
this point Mr. Barrett first fairly caught the 
sympathies of the héuse, and the loud and 
spontaneous plaudits that compelled a double 
| reappearance set the suceess of the perforp- 
ance beyond a doubt. The succeeding act 
introduces us te the cathedral where the mar- 
riage is celebrated, and another effective 
climax is secured by the sudden interruption 
of the ceremony by a eall to aruis, and the 
hasty departure of the hew-made husband to 
battle. In Act V. thes ceneshifts to Lancivotio’s 
camp. where his moonlight sollloquies are 
strangely broken in upon by the arrival of 
his father’s ester. Pepe (Mr. Lopis James), 
who, fired by revenge for blows given him 
by Lanciotto and Paolo, has flown from Rim- 
ini to the former te inform him of the guilty 
love of Paolo and Francesca. Stabbing the 
fool to death, the maddened man flies to 
Rimini, surprises the guilty lovers, and, kill- 
ing both of them and himself, dies in pres- 
ence of his mortal foes, the Ghibelines, who 
have rushed into the chamber bent on 
vengeance, From this rude recital it 
will be seen that the ficelle is 
wonderfally strong, and the story 
lends itself readily to dramatic treatment. “Uf 
this the author has worthily availed himself, 
and in nervous, chaste, and vigorous blank- 
verse, whieh rises betimes inte the rare elo- 
quence’ of fervid and poetic passion, has so 
treated bis subject that the interest deepens 
with each suecessive act, all six acts forming 
an artfally contrived series of graduated 
climaxes, Which find legitimate and start- 
tlina culmination in the intensely dramatic 
and terrible denouement. From first to last, 
it was hard te detect a single unnecessary 
line, and the action, unbroken by lengthy 
soliloguies or unnecessary episodes, sweeps 
on te its tragic close with the swiftness and 
certainty of a river that ever broadening and 
quickening speeds towards the Inevitable 
cataract. The language, Also, is singularly 
simple and not overloaded by thetaphor, 
though occasionally Mr. Boker’ is guilty ot 
an tineongteous figute, as when he makes 
one of the characters exclaim of the two 
lovers: 

„They shine together like sweet marriage 
bells,” | 

Fortunately for Mr. Boker, his drama re 
ceived full justice from Mr. Barrett and 
his company. The contrasting characters of 
Lanciotto and Paolo were finely evolved 
and made to stand out sharp and distinct by 
Mr. Barrett aud Mr. Skinner; and the min- 
gled malignity and humor of the jester, 
Pepe, relieving with fine art the sombre 
character of the play by its lambent flashes 
of diablerie and wit, served as a sort of tiery 
background to throw the shadows of the 
chief personages into greater refief. Of Mr. 
Jatnes’ rendering of this strongly-eonecived 
part it would be difficult to speak in terms 
ot too high praise. It is the graphie, 
vigorous, and effective expression of 
a vividlysrealized and concep- 
tion, whieh seems completely to em- 
body the mast probable idea of the 
dramatist.

THE BABIES. 
HYGIENE FOR MOTHER AND CHILD. ° 

The first lecture of a bi-weekly course to be 
given before the -Woman’s Physioiogical Insti- 
tute during the winter was delivered by Dr. L. 
C. Grosvenor in Apollo Hall yesterday after- 
noon. Mrs. Helen M. Shedd presided, and about 
fifty ladies were present. The subject was “Our 
Babies—Hyeiene for Mother and Child.“ 

The lecturer impressed upon bis audience the 
necessity of exercising the greatest watchful- 
ness over their physical condition during the 
period of gestation. Regular food and exercise 
were absolute necessities and would rob the 
lying-in room of all its terrors. Children should 
be nursed at regular periods, three hours apart. 
Such a course was easily enough carried out if 
properly begun upon, and its results were seen 
in the splendid condition of both mother and 
child at the end of the period of lactation. Reg- 
ular feeding avoided colic—a fact in which bus- 
bands as well as wives will be interested. On 


| the matter of children's dress, Dr. Grosvenor 


some advice well worth regard- 


ing. He denounced the use of linen 
undersbirts ‘for babies, and anathemu- 
tized the “ pinaing bianket” with 
which misguided mothers hamper the chest and 
abdomea of their neipless infants. The Cre- 
atorhad made the thoraic’and abdominal cav!- 
ties expansive, and they should be left free. as 
Nature intended them to be. Instead of this, 
‘the poor Jittle babes are wrapped in endiess 
banc without any give to them and 
stuck full of pins. nder garments should be 
of canton flannel, in one piecé extending from 
the neck below the feet and with ali the hems 
outside. Outer garments should be of the same 
general design, so that all the clothing could be 
put ou at once and the tortures incident to 
aressing avoided, 

Dr. Grosvenor said there was no occasion 
whatever for nursing mothers to become thin. 
His plan for dieting was a simple one. Atéa. 
m. the mother should be brought a basia of oat- 
meal gruel, after which the child should be al- 
lowed to nuree. Then follows the bath, which 
should always be given at the same hour. 

after breakfast the mother shouid take a ride, 
while the child, having been weil 
and bathed, would enjoy a healthful and 
refreshing sleep. All meals should be 
served at appointed hours, and before retiring 
the mother should eat a dish of baked sweet 
apples. The bathing. hour, instead of being the 
dreaded eventof the day, should be the most 


gave 


enjoydble both for mother and child. No soap 


should be used on babies under 2 months old, 
and thus chating would be avoided. Children 
should never be bathed ona full stomach. They 
should sleep ip thelr own cribs and never with 
the mother. Uuder no circumstances should 
they be buried in feathers or covered with heavy 
coverings, as this created congestion of the base 
of the brain. Ladies during tho period of iacta- 
tion should take a regular nap every day about 
noon. The advantage of this would be seen in 
the improved condition of both mother and 
child. he regular hours for nursmg children 
should be observed even though the child might 
be asleep. Meals should be three hours apart 
during the day and once at night. By following 
this course there was no trouble with sickness 
or with teething. It did not burt babies to cry; 
in fact a good hearty cry stimulated the cireu- 


. lation and developed the lungs. 


A number of the ladies present presented 
questions as to matters of detail which the 
lecturer bad not covered, and these were 
answered by bim. The next lecture will be 
given on Nov. 20 by Dr. Mary W. Burnett, the 
subject being Hysteria.”

FINANCIAL. 


The banks, the Board of Trade, the Cali Board, 
and other kindred institutions will not be open 
today. It is exvected that the energies of busi- 
ness-men will be concentrated on thé election. 

The local money market was moderately act- 
ive yesterday, bot there was not so much doing 
as might have been expected, sealing that today 
isa holiday. Rates of discount were steady at 
7@8 per cent om time, the inside being the 
usual rate for unexceptionable paper, The 
movement of currency to the country was light. 

Rastern exchange was firmer, at par between 
banks, but there was not much doing. 

The aggregate of ciearings of the Chicago 
J banks was $9,600,000, dem $1,000,000 wore than 
on Saturday. 

Foreigu exchange was fairly active at former 
retes, with a good supply of bills, chiefly tar 
Hour to Great Britain und lard to the Centinent 
of Europe. There is. however, a rather briek 
export movement of seeds, Posted rates for 
sterling wore 41% $@iss%, with actual at 481@485. 
English documentary quoted at 474% @479\. 
Continental rates were steady, as follows: 
Bankers’ francs 521}¢@517}4; documentary bills, 
52714@528%; bankers’ marks, %144@95%; docu- 
mentary marks, 95)4,@0 4. 

Mr. F. G. Saltonstall, the pioneer in the stock 
brokerage business in this city, has withdrawn 
from the firm of Boody, Saltonstall & Co., of 
Chicago and New York, and permanentiy re- 
tired. The business here will be conducted by 
Boody. MeLeilan & Co., ot New York, under the 
management of Mr. W. F. Lesslie, who for many 
years was the conditional assistant of Mr. Sal- 
tonstall. 

The New York stock market again tended 
downward yesterday; and was wenerally tame 
except on Western Union, which stock was 
heavy under large offerings, seemingly brought 
out by the report that the decision in the WII 
ia ms case is adverse to the eompany, otherwise 
operators were disposed to hold off till after elec- 
tion. Possibly, too, their attention was dis- 
tracted by petroleum, which is now all the rage 
in speculative Circips. 

The latest gossip\in New York financial circles 
includes the following: Trenor Park is said to 
bave agreed to furnish money to extend the 
wires of tbe Western Union. Michigan 
Central is said to bave earned 2 per 
cent last quarter and that amount will 
be increased the present quarter. Reading is 
again said to have earned $500,000 on stock up to 
Oct. I over and above txed charges, The Den- 
ver pooling arrangement with the Union Pacific 
on Colorado business is understood to be favora- 
ble to the former. The completion of the new 
eut-of to the Canada Southern is expected to 
give that line a large increase of business. 
Gould, Dillon, Sloan, Connor, Dodge, and others 
in the Metropolitan directory are sald to have 
been sued for removal on the ground that they 
have improperly obtained control of the com- 
pany and sacrificed its interests for seltish ends.

His Recent Work in Africa. 

The public have already been told that 
while Stanley, in the service of the African 
International Society, was slowly working 
his way up the Congo, building commercial 
stations on the right or north bank, Signor 
De Brazza, an Italian by birth, but a French- 
man by adoption, pushed across the country 
north of the river from the coast, and, arriv- 
ing first at Stanley Pool, procured from the 
native Chief, Makoho, the cession to 
France of the territory on the north side 
of the pool. The south side still remained 
free, and on it Stanley built his fourth 
station, called Leopoldville, and in his fur- 
ther progress kept on the same side of the 
river. It is doubtful whether De Brazza’s 
treaty will be recognized by France, though 
there is popular clamor in its behalf. If itis 
accepted, it cannot control the navigation of 
the pool, which is an expansion of the river 


Into a lake. The natives themselves regard 


it of little consequence, for they have driven 


off Pere Augouard, a French vriest, claim- 


ing that their arrangement was with 
Brazza alone. The great river will remain 
free to the navigation of the world, 

The organization under which Stanley has 
been working, and which has for its head the 
King of Belgium, is philanthropic in its de- 
signs. Its purpose is to carry civilization 
into the far interior of Africa and develop 
legitimate commerce. It aims to be self-sup- 
porting. and to this end permanent stations 

lave been built at Vivi. just below the Yel- 

lala Falls, as the cataract nearest the mouth 
of the river is called; at Isangila, the sec- 
ond cataract, where the boat Lady 
Alice was left on Stanley’s transconti- 
nental journey; at Manyanga, seventy- 
four miles farther up,.where the river again 
becomes impassable; at Leopoldville, on the 
south side of the „ and at Malebu, 
whence the river is navigahie for 90 miles 
above. There are now seven Belgian steam- 
ers on the river—four on the lower part of 
the stream, and three above Stanley Pool. 
Already trade has been greatly developed. 
When Viva was established in 1879, there 
were no commercial houses for fifteen miles 
around. Now there is a station—Dutch, En- 
Kulzer French, Belgian, or Portuguese — every 
mile.

Practical Results of the Experiment in 


Wyoming Territory. . 

Ex-Goy. Hoyt, of Wyoming Territory, spoke 
recently in Omaha, Neb., and gave the results 
of his observation of woman suff at home. 
In closing he said: When I was in Wyoming I 
was in doubt . the present expediency of 
woman suffrag the right of the matter 1 
felt no doubt, rent thore a skeptic, suf- 
ficiently anxious to give earnest and careful at- 
tention to all the pofats of its operation. Svon 
after my arrival there was a general election, 
and now, after four and a half years of constant 
observations embracing every point iu the Ter- 
ritory, I believe that, so far from being of doubt - 
ful advantage, womanhood suffrage is a pos- 
itive and great advantage to all concerned, man 
as well as woman. There cannot be 
raised one single valid objecuon drawn 
from its workings there. women them- 
selves have not suffered from contact with poli- 
tics; they bave not been transformed into mas- 
culine beings, but they are the same modest, 
decent beings they were before. And why not? 
The simpie actiof voting once in a year or two— 
why should that fifteen minutes’ work mascu- 
linize a woman who has received her femininity 
from God?

A VETERAN’S VIEWS, 


Thariow Weed on the Campaignu—A 
Letter Dictated by Him on His Sick- 


Bed to a Stenocrapher. 
Th the Editor of the New York Tribune. 


New Yoru, Nov. 3.—1 have never, during 
the sixty-four years of my political life, 
known things so batily muddled as they are 
now. The atmosphere is charged with bad 
elements—the first, if not the worst. being 
civil-service reform, Mr. George Wililain 
Curtis and his confréres have discovered 
what everybody else knew long ago, that our 
greatest political evil is officeseeking. But 


they utterly mistake the source of the evil 


and its remedy—if, indeed, there be a remedy. 
Compared with the offices to be filled, there 
are four or five times as many officeseekers 
as there were thirty or forty years ago. Of 
this state of things there are some obvious 
causes. One is the defective character of 
our educational system, which fails to teach 
boys how to work; another is the universal 
presence of machinery, which deprives work- 
ingmen of employment; and a third is this 
civil-service reform, which, instead of sim- 
plifying matters, lures additional hundreds 
into competitive examination. 

These civil-service reformers seek to make 
capital by denouncing the “spoils system.” 
Iam a believer in that system. It awakens 
and stimulates the Vest elements of Amer- 
can character. The farmer boy is encouraged 
to work diligently by a promise that he shall 
have an hour in which to play ball or fish in 
the afternoon.. The schoolboy studies hard 
to get to the head of his class to obtain a 
prize. Clerks are industrious and faithful in 
the hope of advancement in business. Pri- 
vate soldiers are spurred to gallant deeds by 
the chance of becoining officers. Gen. Wash- 
ington was rewarded for his great tilitary 
services by two Presidential terms; and Gen. 
Jackson and Gen.) Grant were similarly re- 
warded. Such are some ef the fruits of the 
. system. Abolish that system and enact 


civil-service projectinto law, and political 


devation, gallantry, and love of country will 
become obsolete. 

Other causes are at work undermining the 
Republican party. The modes and processes 
by whieh nominations are made have grown 
into intolerable abuses. Machine politics) is 
no longer endurable. There were always 
political organizations, and when honorable 
conclusions were reached honorable men 
were bound by them. But when State, Con- 
gressional, Legislative, county, and Alder- 
manic tickets, ostensibly nominated, as form- 
erly, by the spontaneous action of the party, 
are in fact designated by individuals appar- 
ven without regard to the popular will, 
further endurance ceases to be a virtue. 

There always have been “ bosses.” I was 
once called a boss myself. But as far as 
my experience in this line goes candidates 
were not arbitrarily thrust upon the party, 
but were nameti after careful consuitation 
with leading friends. It was my unifurm 
habit in the seleetion of candidates, whether 
for Controller, Collector, Alderman, Presi- 
dent, or what not, first to ascertain who 
woula be most acceptable to the party (fre- 
quenutiy aman Whom 1 personally did not 
prefer), and inthat way the party was kept 


united. | 

It anything could add to our political com- 
plications at this time, it would be the ab-

hill exhausted the half-baked wen. The Eu- 
ropeans were quickly exhausted, and the 
natives suffered greatly. The crown of the 
hill was a soft rock, which was excavated to 
a depth of about two feet. Two thousand 
tons of rich earth were carried to the sum- 
mit, and a garden, now full of flourishing 
fruit-trees, was constructed. From Vivi to 
Isangila the mountains were steep and ra- 
vines and torrents very frequent. We quote 
Stanley’s own account; 

Finally at one place a large mountain seemed 
to bar all further progress. It presented au al- 
most vertical fracture on one side, though the 
ascent from this side was easy and gentie. It 
was u mountain toppled over, us it were; it was 
about ten miles in lengti, and at the extreme 
coruer of it was the river to which it sloped rap- 
idly down to the furiouc cataract, presenting a 
face of bare ruck. Across this corner we had 
to cut our way, making a road of i *ff- 
teen feet wide, since the descent of 
the other slope would have been a 
matter of sheer impossibility. In several places 
we had to make rude bridges sufficientiy strong 
to bear six tous roituur over them. Farther on 
the mountains were at times so steep that it 
took 180 men to haul one of the wagons from 
the valley to the top. We had no aniwals. Nuth- 
ing but men would have done, for if we bad had 
uuimuis we should have had to carry large ad- 
ditional stores of food, and this extra burden 
wouid have rendered our progress still more 
hazardous and difficuit. 

While making this road we passed through a 
wilderness fifty miles long, with scarcely a vil- 
lage worthy of the name, having te supply the 
men all the time from provisions brought from 
Europe. The weight and labor of our transport 
may be imagined when I say that we had no less 
than 2,225 loads or packages, each weighing 
from sixty-five to seventy pounds. We had 
seven large store-tents; and besides this we bud 
seven enormous wagons, built on purpose’ in 
Belgium for us, whereon to transport the two 
steamers and two large steel boats, with 
boilers and machinery, which we had 
brought with us to be put together on the 
Upper Congo. To do all the hauling we had only 
sixty-eight Zanzibaris and a few west-cuast 
natives, so that our working numbers ranged 
from ninety to 140. This number was never long 
the same, for the natives would oniy work wheu 

y pleased, and only for a day or two at a 
time, and nothing could induce them to assist 
us regularly. We bad to go over the ground no 
less than thirty-three times, and our rate of 
progress, calculating the number of Gays we 
traveled, was only a quarter of a mile per day. 
But there were piaces where it took 
us twenty-six 7s 
yards—aill the available strength bem put 
to a single’ wagon at atime. | never could 
make the people in Europe understand tho ne- 
cessity vf sending us new supplies of hands from 
the other coast. But the work had to be done 
or abandoned, and, as we had no ‘thought of 
retiring from the neid discOmfited, we worked 
on, panting and toiling; and, tinally, after eleven 
months of unveasing labor. the two steamers 
were put together at our second station at the 
Isangila Cataract, the place where 1 left the 
Lady Alice after ber 7,000 miles’ journey with 
me on the glo- American expedition across 
the Dark Continent. The Lady Alite was no 
more. She had been broken up by the natives 
— the sake of the copper nails in her sheath- 
ng 


Thethird station, seventy-four miles farther 
on, was completed after great labor by May, 
1881. Theh Stanley fell sick of fever, and 
came very near dying. Now his troubles 
with De Brazza began, but he circumvented 


| the wily Italian by planting his stations on 


the south side. The natives were very 
friendly, even at the place where they fought 
him when he came down the river in 1877. 
He procured the cession of five acres 
of ground, and by the 3d of December had 
launched the first steamer above the last 
falls. ‘The station Leopoldville is a large 
one. The principal house is two-storied, 
ninety feet long, twenty-six broad, and twen- 
ty-four high. There are two other large 
dwellings, and a storehouse sixty feet long 
and twenty wide, with 113 more humble cot- 
tages. “The location is in the midst of a large 
population, aud the houses are surrounded 
by fields of grain and fruit. When the work 
was completed, Stanley resumed his old 
work of an explorer and went up the 
Quango or Kwango River—the great

A GIGANTIC MONOPOLY. 


All Fish to Be Purchased Through an 
| Exchange. 

) Portiand ( Me.) Argua, Nov. 2. 

The new Fish Exchange started in Boston 
and New York is Said to bea gigantic mo- 
nopoly, shutting qut the peddlers and poor 
people from purchasing the fish directly 
from the vessels. Not a pound of fish is to 
be purchased by the New York wing of the 
exchange north of Newport, R. I., except it 
comes through the Boston branch, and the 


Boston wholesale fresh fish dealers, almost 


to a man, have become members of the ex- 
change and bound themselves not to buy 
fish except through the exchange. The ex- 
change is to charge 25 cents per 100 pounds 
and “cents per 100 count on herring and 
mackerel for all fish it purehases, which 
money isto go into the funds of the ex- 
change and be divided as dividends from 
time to time ajinoag its stoeckhalders Sup- 
posing the Boston fresb-fish business is to 
equal that of last year—over 30,000,000 
pounds—if the monopoly works, the ex- 
change will have earned $75,000 at the end of 
one year from the fish handled. But this 
sum will be greater, for a large share of the 
fish are herring and mackerel, which will 
come in by count at 25 cents per 100 pounds. 
It is plain that/the consumers of fish must 
pay it, or it is to be screwed out of the fisher- 
men, The regulations of the exchange are, 
1 8 that the buyers of the exchange 
uifet the Captains of the vessels and agree 
to pay them what the exchange has decided 
itcan afford to pay the night beforehand. 
The Captain will receive a certificate en- 
titling him to pay for so many pounds of 
tish, which certificate he takes up to the ex- 
change for his pay. The rules provide that 
no tish shall be sold unless the 25 cents per 
100 pounds exchange fees be charged: be- 
sides, the dealer is to charge his regular pro- 
fits on the fish. If any dealer breaks any of 
the rules of the exchange he is to be ignored 
by every other dealer in all businsss trans- 
actions. All ¢ompetition is thus destroyed.
